Performed In Japan.

The tragic eoding of a Japanése
love story is reported by the Japan
Chirounicle frown Tsuzukl, a litile seaside
villagein the province of Shiznoka.

Ono Matsusaka, twenty years old.
fell in love with Ono O-bua, a girl
seventeen years old. The young
couple sought the consent of their
parenws, and the father and motber of
the girl refused 10 rapction the uanion.
The two lovers decided to commit sul
cide rather than be separated. By ap-
pointment they met at a trysting place
that had been the¢ scene of their loves
making and embarked ip a fshing
boat. At a point some distance from
shore they bound themselves together
with some cloth brought along to serve
that purpose and threw themselves
into the sea.

Commiitting “shinju,” as lovers' sul-
cides are called in Japan, Is such an
ordinary occurrence that little atten-
tion Is attractied by It. but this tragedy
was foellowed by somethiug exceptional
in Japan,

When the two bodies, still bound. to-
gether, were washed ashore the offi-
clals who examined them turped them
over to thelr respective parents, The
villagers were so deeply affected that
they called upon the two bereaved
familles to *do justice™ to the boy
and girl by wniting them in marriage
after death. The mayor of the village
was especially insistent that the rites
be performed, *“so that the deceased
might be safely united in the next
world.” The parents agreed, the cere-
mony was carried out in due form,
and presents were exchdnged between
the two familles. The ceremony was
legally - registered just as if it had
taken place befors the deaths of the
bride and bridegroom,

Lafcadio Hearn in bis “Glimpses of

Buddha-flelds” never brought the at-
tention of the oeccident to any Japa-
nese custom or occurrence atranger
than. this real bappening that finds its
way into the columns of a Japanese
newspaper as a feature of the day's |J
